could be more efficiently tilled by more skillfui farmers. 

These are the ;rre!it diiiifiers of onr hitest natioiuil iiiovcinent. 
but in spite of tlieni there are great advantages. That the ancient 
and honorable profession of farming will once more be raised to its 
lawful position of honor Wi' do not <lonlit : ;ind it is niso pioliiililc tliiii 
many who take to tilling the .soil as a means of doing their bit in 
war-time will moke it o permanent occupation- What this menns to 
the individual in health and happiness eaniiot he readily estininti d. 
nor can its eft'ect upon the high cost of living. Hut the more immetli- 
ate effects are definite and tongiWe. Production of farm implements, 
fertilizers, and needs will lie stimnlated until the demand threatens 
to exceed tlie supply. Invention will prolit, for the shortage of work 
ers makes labor-savinp; devices an economic necessity. The scareity 
of horses ealls lor traetor.s, but smaller and clieiipcr models are re- 
quired. Trained men from a^rienltural colleges will be in great de- 
mand, for while few apineciate tin- diffieidties of farming, fewer still 
know how to overcome them. 

The mannfaetnrers' share in this iiiovenu'nl to feed the worh? 
falls directly to those makini,' implements, fertlizers. and farm sup 
plies; and every effort of these men that results in hel|)ing the farm 
er to make two |ii)tatoes jrrow where one trrew liefore will he a gen- 
uine contribution to our national pi'e]»aredne.ss.— .\meriean indus- 
tries.

Sinee so ninny colored men have 
asked me about tlie re^islI•ation Tues- 
day, .lune .'i, and iinile a number of 
interesiod white friends has requested 
lie Id sneak to the colored men about 
tills registration next Tuesday. I shall 
make % few statements about the reg- 
si rat ion Tuesday, .lune ij. 

Colored men, married and unmar- 
ried, siek and well, short and tall, 
•iiiall and large, uripple or sound, with 
oes and fingers and no toes and fing- 
.>r8, hands and legs and no hands and 
Ifcgs, no matter what your physical 
(indiiion is— all such colored men, 
'iving in .Maysvllle, in Mason county, 
in Keniueky or in the United States 
between the ages of 21 and 31 
-must register next Tuesday, 
June 5, between the hours of 7 in the 
morning and 9 night. This reglstra- 
'ion is for colored men as well as 
white men. It is for both white men 
and colored men— there is no differ- 
ence. If your age^ is anywhere be- 
tween 21 and SI and If you are living 
anywhere In the United States you 
will be compelled to register. It is a 
law of the United States and ignor- 
ance is no excuse before the law. 

The penalty for not registering next 
Tuesday. June 6, is one year in the 
tenitentiary. 

The United States officers who will 
be hero next Tuesday. June B, will 
without doubt have the name of ev- 
ery colored man in Maysvllle and Ma- 
son county who should reglstor. Any 
one who tries to stop or persuade 
some one from registering— such an 
act will be eonsidi'red treason and 
such a person will also be liable to a 
$11100 fine and one year in the peni- 
tentiary or both. 

I have written this article not to 
scar* our oolorsd men but to keep 
them out of trouble and to hare them 
patriotle.
